The law pro- 
vides that a mortgagee has the right 
to foreclose on property on which he 
has a mortgage whenever such prop- 
erty is used for unlawful purposes. 


The case doubtless •will be appeal-

courts before it is fully established, 
but if Judge Hayson's' ruling is up- 
held by the higher courts it will give 
the sheriff a great deal more authority 
in handling bootleggers.
